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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eUgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on April 7, 2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Upon reconsideration of Applicant's arguments with respect to Claim 5 and in light of 
Applicant's amendments to independent Claims 1 and 10, the Examiner now believes the claims 
to be in condition for allowance. Specifically, Claims 1-10 are allowed. The following is an 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art fairly suggests an imaging apparatus that has a shooting mode 
selection circuit, a color correction value setting circuit, a color difference signal correction 
circuit, and luminance correction circuit, where the extraction of specific color signals are used 
during color correction. 

However, the closest prior art does not teach where the luminance correction circuit 
operates on the luminance level of the video signals depending on a specific color luminance 
signal md on the basis of shooting mode information selected by the shooting mode selection 
device described above. 
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3. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
